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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the inclusion 
of Korean text on page 18 lines 2 and 4. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
(KR 1020020034064) in view of Kukimoto (5,915,150). Lee teaches a non-magnetic 
mono component toner having the specific hydrophobic silica and metal oxide fine 
particles (abstract). Although it is undetermined by the Examiner what the 
"electrification adjustor" component of Lee refers to, it is believed that the specific 
organic fine particles are not taught by Lee. Kukimoto teaches a similar non-magnetic 
mono components toner containing a combination of silica particles and organic fine 
particles of the instant invention (col. 29-30 and examples). It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to include the organic fine particles taught by Kukimoto 
in the toner composition of Lee because of the known performance of organic fine 
particles is well known in toner applications and the expectation of similar results in 
known toner compositions.
